DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 9-1 1 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 -3, 7, and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by Fiedler (U.S. Patent No. 6,757,327). 

In reference to claim 1 Fiedler discloses in Figure 1 a clocking system comprising: an 
external clock (230); a clock shaper (240) having an input coupled to the external clock 
(output of the VCO) and an access clock (248) at an output; a first delay block (21 4A) 
having an input coupled to the external clock (230) and an output coupled to a master 
(21 OA) of an output register; and a slave (21 0B) of the output register coupled to the 
external clock (230 through delay element 21 4B). 

In reference to claim 2, Fiedler discloses in Figure 1 a second delay block (214B) 
having an input coupled to the external clock (230) and an output coupled to the slave 
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(21 OB) of the output register. The same applies to claims 9-1 1 (wherein the determining 
the desired delay is seen to be performed when the second delay block (21 4B) is 
programmed). 

In reference to claim 3, Fiedler discloses in Figure 1 that the first delay by the first 
delay block (21 4A) is not equal to a second delay by a second delay block (21 4B). 

In reference to claim 7, Fiedler discloses in Figure 1 that the first delay block 
(21 4A) has a programmable delay (DELAY A). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-6, 8 and 12-1 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 4 would be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to 
disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the first delay (100) is greater than the 
second delay (110) in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and 
any intervening claims. Claim 5 would be allowable because the closest prior art of 
record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the system further 
includes a logic inversion stage (104) in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claims and any intervening claims. Claim 6 would be allowable because the 
closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the 
clock shaper is a programmable clock duty cycle control block (46) in combination with 
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the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims. Claim 8 would 
be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 2 wherein the second delay block (110) has a programmable delay in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening 
claims. Claims 12-15 would be allowable because the closest prior art of record fails to 
disclose a circuit as shown in Figure 2 wherein the method further includes the steps of 
determining if a minimum clock-to-data time is desired and if so, setting a slave delay 
(110) to a minimum in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and 
any intervening claims.
